3 ovtf*t.n tried to have Included In Joint coomunlque (1) refereooe 
to "nautral'' rather than alllance-free Swedish policy, (21 
statement- that they "support" as well os respeot It, and (3) 
reference to relations between two nations and Communist China, 
pointing out that point mentioned In Joint Sovlet-Canadlar, 
connunlques . Swedes successfully refused to accept any of these. 
Russians pressed for Inclusion of favorable reference to Atoms 
for Peace program and Swedes countered by Including this in 
paragraph re W. 'iltey under scored UN throughout visit. Soviets 
did not (repeat not) raise peaceful Baltic or Qerman questions 
nor (repeat nor) was any reference made to east-vest tra^. 
Erlander firmly sUted that Sweden would not (repeat not) try 
to Influence Danish or Norwegian foreign policy and this natter 
not (repeat not) thereafter raised, altough Swedes eonvinead nore 
friendly northern flank Is piresent objective Soviet policy. 

Swedes mentioned shooting down their planes but did not (repeat 
not) press It. 

Wallenberg case Soviets at first very cold but finally 
*accepted Swedish dossier of Information and promised to 
Investigate. Jarring pointed out oonaunlque printed In FRAVDA, 
posted all over Soviet tinlon as they saw In Caucasus and 
announced over radio, so will be known even In prison camps. 
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
